On your article concerning the I.Q. tests of children being higher in 1914 
than in 1965: You must take into consideration that many more children from 
the socio-economic families are in the 1965 1.Q. statistics. A proven fact 
is that nutrition, heredity, and home environment make a big dent in any I1.Q. 
reading. (Most I.Q. tests aren't too valid in my opinion, unless individual 
tests are given.) 
As for my own personal view, I've found I.9's to be very high. My class this 
year has many children with scores above 110, at least 5 between 120-130. 
As far as expenditures go, Bellingham has never ranked high in expenses when 
compared with the state. Perhaps, less than $500 per pupil is spent yearly, 
compared with towns within the state who spend close to $1200 per pupil. I 
realize we can't afford anywhere near that amount but cutting the frills out 
of the educational budget will only effect the slower children since most of 
the extras have been included to provide remedial aid. Sorry to say, none 
have been added to help the gifted child with enrichment programs. Thanks 
for letting me state my views.
